A MOTHER is fuming after her 
favourite bar turfed her out because 
her baby was crying. 

Katy Goodship, 26, was asked to leave the bar 
of the Royal Albion Hotel in Broadstairs after her 
baby, Harry, started crying. 

A female member of staff told her she had to 
leave the premises following customer complaints. 

Katy, from St Peters, has been a regular cus¬ 
tomer at the Royal Albion’s Ballard’s Bar, but that 
all might change after her latest visit. 

She was enjoying a cup of coffee with a friend at 
the hotel bar when she was told to leave the 
building by the staff member. 

“I was in total shock,” said Katy. “Harry wasn’t 
crying at any real volume and I was told that I 
shouldn’t be with him in the bar area as it was for 
adults only. 

“Had he been crying for any length of time I 
might have understood, but it was just a few min¬ 
utes. It was more of a grizzle than a cry, as he was 
trying to get off to sleep in his pram. 

“I’ve been going there for years, since I was 17, 
and it’s upsetting to think that they would treat a 
customer like that. I usually sit in the lounge 
area, but there was nowhere to sit so we were in 
the bar instead. 

“The Albion markets itself on being a family- 
friendly establishment, but my friend who I was 
with said I would have to get used to it. It seems 
family-friendly establishments are only family- 
friendly until your baby starts crying.” 

Staff told Katy that she could re-enter the bar 
after eight-month-old Harry had gone to sleep. 

Shepherd Neame declined to comment until the 
landlord, who is away at the moment, returned.

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German mine 
is exploded 
off seafront

BOMB disposal experts 
exploded a powerful World 
War Two mine after it was 
hauled up in fishermen’s 
nets. 

Whitstable fishermen James 
Green and Phil Edwards unearthed 
a slightly more dangerous catch than 
they had planned while out fishing 
for southern skate aboard their boat 
Millenia at about 7.50pm on 
Thursday night. 

The pair lowered the mine back 
into the depths and left a marker a 
mile offshore before a four-man team 
from the Royal Naval Bomb Disposal 
Unit was despatched from its base in 
Portsmouth to deal with the ord¬ 
nance first thing next morning. 

A counter charge was set to blow 
up the mine in 18 metres of water 
after divers had identified it as a 
German GC ground mine carrying a 
hefty 1,5001b of explosive. 

Paul Bhathena, of South Diving 
Unit Two, said: “It’s not very common 
to find these - they’re probably the 
biggest ones we find. The plume 
went about 100ft in the air by 50ft.” 

Margate shook as the blast tore 
through the air just before 11am. 

The plume could be seen rising 
from the sea off of Palm Bay from the 
shoreline and Thanet residents could

feel the blast tremors from as far as 
two miles away. 

Lifeboat crews in boats hundreds 
of metres away reported feeling the 
spray from the explosion. 

Valerie Lamb, of Manning’s 
Seafood, near Margate’s stone pier, 
said: “I thought it was an earthquake 
at first. All the glasses shook hard in 
the cupboards.” 

A colleague added: ‘You wouldn’t 
believe it would still be live after all 
this time.” 

The two-metre-long German GC 
mines were designed to sink allied 
ships during World War Two and 
was dropped by parachute into seas 
around the coast by the Luftwaffe. 


Girlfriend 'punched and kicked' 


DEAN STEW got in a lather when 
an appointment to look at a house to 
rent fell through. 

Stew, 32, of Desborough Road, 
Cliftonville, was fed up hanging 
around outside the house and took it 
out on girlfriend Beverley Rhodes. 

She waited another hour for the 
landlord to turn up, while Stew 
stormed off home with their baby. 

When a soaked Miss Rhodes came 
home, a row erupted, Thanet magis¬ 
trates were told. 

Theresa Ruiz, prosecuting, said: 
“He was angry about dishes not 
being washed up. As she got changed 


they had a row and he punched her 
in the right thigh. He grabbed her 
arm and she fell to the floor. 

“She started screaming for help as 
he kicked and punched her. He put 
his hand over her mouth, but as he 
did so police arrived and told him to 
open the front door.” 

Paul Shingleton, defending, said: 
“He [Stew] accepts he punched Miss 
Rhodes in the leg. He put his hand 
over her mouth because he was 
afraid she would wake the baby.” 

As a result of the incident, Stew, 
who was out of prison on licence for a 
previous offence, was sent back to jail.

WHEELS squealed and engines 
roared on Monday night as an inno¬ 
vative theatre company geared up 
to take Margate by storm.

Prompted by the tragic deaths of Irish young 
people in road accidents, Mangan wanted to 
overcome technical difficulties to create a story 
that would get people thinking. 

“We could be accused of glamourising the 
lifestyle, but we leave the ending hanging,” she 
said. “I hope to take the audience on a thrill ride 
along with the characters and hopefully leave 
them with food for thought.” 


The three young actors believe the unique 
experience of watching theatre from their own 
driving seats will help the audience relate to the 
characters. Tadhg Murphy, 28, admitted that 
getting behind the wheel of his character’s silver 
Nissan Skyline provided an addictive thrill. 

He said: “Everyone takes something different 
from the story with every performance. But ide¬ 
ally we would like to make people laugh and cry.” 

There will be two performances every 
evening from tomorrow to Sunday.

WHEN Chloe Gambrill said she 
wanted to run the Race for Life, she 
really meant it. 

After her grandmother Wendy 
Parrish had fallen victim to breast 
cancer, Chloe decided to take part in 
the annual cancer research fund¬ 
raiser to collect money for the cause. 

However, fate dealt the Gambrill 
family, from Ramsgate, a cruel blow 
when Chloe was diagnosed with 
leaukemia just five weeks before 
race day in 2005, and her hopes of 
taking part looked all but lost. 

But nine-year-old Chloe’s fighting 
spirit proved more than anyone had 
anticipated. 

Determined that the illness would 
not stop her from collecting the 
sponsorship money pledged to her 
by friends and family, she took part 
in the race anyway - even though 
she had an important operation and 
chemotherapy only days before. 

Despite the trying conditions and 
finding the going tough, Chloe 


showed real Thanet spirit and bat¬ 
tled through the pain barrier. 

Not even collapsing with exhaus¬ 
tion one kilometre into the race 
could keep the youngster from com¬ 
pleting the Quex Park course. 

Mum Kelly, dad Darren and broth¬ 
er Charlie carried the youngster 
round in turns until she was able to 
walk across the finishing line to col¬ 
lect her money.

Brutal knife killer 
is jailed for life 

A KNIFE-WIELDING killer was jailed 
for life yesterday (Tuesday) after being 
found guilty of murder. 

Daniel Mazza, 24, of Clifton Gardens in 
Margate, had been convicted at Maid¬ 
stone Crown Court of stabbing to death 
26-year-old David Gavin. 

The attack took place after an argu¬ 
ment between the two men on March 14. 
Mr Gavin was later found dead at his 
home in Athelstan Road, Margate. 

Mazza was sentenced to life imprison¬ 
ment, with the judge stating he should 
serve at least 15 years before being eligi¬ 
ble for parole. 

Det Ins Dave Withers, of Kent police, 
said: “The conviction of Daniel Mazza for 
the murder of David Gavin brings an in- 
depth investigation to an end. 

“This investigation has seen more than 
50 police officers and the Crown Prose¬ 
cution Service worked together to put the 
evidence before the court and ensure 
Mazza is imprisoned for his brutal crime. 

“Our sympathies are extended to 
David’s family and friends. I would like 
to think the conviction of Daniel Mazza 
will allow them to bring closure to this 
part of their lives and begin to move for¬ 
ward.”

How hurricane almost 
destroyed caravan park

TWENTY years ago Kent was 
savaged by one of the worst storms 
ever to visit these shores. 

Just hours after weatherman Michael Fish 
told the country not to worry, the Great Storm 
of 1987 howled across southern Britain. 

The storm struck with such force that 23 
people lost their lives as the winds battered the 
south of the country on October 16, with as 
many as 15 million trees lost to the wind. 

Linda Sullivan, owner of the Two Chimneys 
caravan park near Birchington, is one Thanet 
resident who remembers the night well. 

Her business, one particularly susceptible to 
such freakish high winds, was only in its third 
year of trading at the time. 

She said: “In the early hours of the morning 
I could hear the noise outside and it’s one of 
those moments where you’re scared to look 
out because you’re frightened of what you 
might find. 

“However, I really had to go and check on the 
caravans, so I got the keys and went to look and 
of course there was a lot of damage. 

‘We had an avery in the garden and it had 
gone - all the birds were gone. 

‘We had to go by torchlight as all the wires 
were down and the lights out.” 

Venturing out into the following morning’s 
daylight, Linda was greeted by scenes of 
devastation. 

Caravans had been tossed around like toy 
cars and much of her livelihood lay in ruins. 

She said: “Touring caravans had been blown 
across to the other side of the field altogether - 
a couple of them were turned upside down. 


Roofs were ripped off of some of the static cara¬ 
vans and trees were everywhere. 

“It was quite frightening, to be honest. Then 
you have to start thinking about how are you 
going to start sorting everything out. 

“It wasn’t easy as the water, electricity and 
phones were out and so many trees had come 
down and the roads were blocked, especially 
here in Shottendane Road.” 

She continued: “We actually had people 
booked in to stay in the days after with no way 
of contacting them. 


“One of the abiding memories I have of the 
days after is just seeing people with ladders 
absolutely everywhere.” 

She added: “One elderly woman who had 
booked to stay during the hurricane actually 
never showed up, which was a good job. 

“Her caravan ended up in a tree, so it was just 
as well she didn’t stay here as we might have 
been plucking her out of it the next day. 

“Luckily the storm hit towards the end of 
the season, so trade wasn’t as badly affected as 
it might have been.” 


REMEMBERING THE GREAT STORM 


THE Great Storm of 1987 lashed across 
Margate with astonishing force. 

The town's Helen Clark (pictured) was one 
person who remembers that October night 
well. 

She told Yourthanet about her own memories 
of the howling winds. 

She said: "I remember it quite clearly. It was 
warm for the time of the year, very warm and 
still, and then things started to happen as the 
evening wore on. 

Helen could hardly believe what she saw 


when she woke up the next day. 

"I was woken very early by the sound of tiles 
crashing down and the splintering of a huge 
poplar tree as that came down and it was all a 
bit worrying. When you finally opened the 
windows you saw all this devastation and 
realised what had happened. 

"There was this moaning sound and the 
whole of the house seemed to be shaking and 
lifting - it was all quite frightening from such a 
still start."

Flooding is a 
drain on our 
businesses 


SHOPKEEPERS say they are 
losing thousands of pounds in 
trade because Thanet council is not 
clearing the town’s blocked drains. 

Shops in the heart of Ramsgate are being 
forced to close their doors for fear of damage 
every time the heavens open. 

As pools of water gather outside - and some¬ 
times inside - shops such as Timpsons and 
camera shop Austin Russell in Harbour Street, 
traders are finding themselves out of pocket. 

Austin Russell owner Roger Ayling took 
Yourthanet on a quick tour of the drain sites 
that he says are responsible for the problem. 

Drains meant to carry water into the 
sewers were clearly full to the brim with dirt, 
rubbish and silt and had seemingly been like 
that for some time. 

The steep incline of the streets with 
blocked drains directs water to the flat shop¬ 
ping area in Harbour Street, creating what 
Mr Ayling described as a lake. 

He said: “This has happened several times 
this year due to lack of maintainance on the 
council’s part. 

“These gulleys and drains must be kept 
clear or there’s nowhere for the water to go 
and it turns into a river.

‘When it gets like that, the only place it has 
to go is the three drains outside our shops 
and they aren’t adequate enough to take that 
much water. 

“It’s not only during torrential rain that 
they flood, but even when there’s just a little 
bit of rain. Outside, the shop turns into a lake 
because none of the drains are functioning. 

“Ramsgate is built up from the town centre, 
so water will inevitably flow downwards.” 

Mr Ayling, who has traded in the town for 15 
years, said the damage caused by flooding had 
forced him to replace the shop’s carpets three 
times this year alone, at his own expense. 

In Timpsons, which was flooded just last 
week, the owner has given up on carpet 
altogether. 

Mr Ayling said: “The council seems to be 
neglecting its duty and is wiping us out. It’s 
just not good enough. 

“Its excuses that cars are parked over the 
drains when it comes to clean them will not 
wash any more. 

“There are pictures of me in the paper 
highlighting this problem 10 years ago. 
What is it playing at?”

Paul Goldspring, defending, said his client 
had mental health problems and learning 
difficulties. 

He said: “He’s got no idea why he took the 
statue or why he put it in the hedge. 

“He didn’t have a plan to sell it on or any¬ 
thing. This is the least sophisticated theft you 
can get.” 

Lambert was fined £150 and ordered to pay 
£60 plus a £15 victim surcharge.

Recycling boost 
as council rolls 
out wheelie bins 

FIVE thousand homes will join Thanet 
council’s wheelie bin scheme this month. 

Black-lidded bins full of non-recylable 
materials will be collected during the council’s 
first weekly collection between October 22-27. 

Blue-lidded bins full of recyclable items will 
be collected the following week. 

The bins were issued, mainly in Broadstairs, 
last month and it means the council has now 
issued the bins to 25,000 homes. 

Cllr Shirley Tomlinson said: “The addition of 
another 5,000 homes to our wheeled bin 
scheme gives us the opportunity to deliver 
more of what matters most to local people. 

Improvements 

“That’s cleaner streets as seagulls will no 
longer be able to attack the waste, and 
improvements in our recycling rates. 

“Everyone joining the scheme has had in¬ 
formation packs explaining how it will work 
and the chance to come along to our open day 
to find out more. 

“Therefore, everyone should be familiar with 
what will happen over the next couple of 
weeks and the transition should be straight¬ 
forward. 

“All we need is for people to put out the right 
wheeled bin on the right day at the right time, 
before 6am at the right place, at the very front 
of their property.”

You have been an MP for Thanet South since 1983. Has it 
changed much over the years? 


I’ve lived in South Thanet since 1990, 
became a Thanet councillor in 1995 and the 
MP for South Thanet in 1997.1 have seen clear 
signs it is becoming more prosperous and the 
regeneration projects have made an impact. 
Up to 1995 the area seemed to be going in the 
wrong direction and every week brought more 
job losses - but the Labour council that held 
power from 1995 to 2003 had an unrelenting 
approach to regeneration and they made a big 
difference. Also the Labour government in 
1997 provided the economic conditions and 
investment in public services that has allowed 
us to halve unemployment in 10 years.

Some people have negative opinions about Thanet. Do you 
think this is justified? 


I moved to the area in 1990 to work for 
Pfizer and fell in love the place. At that 
time, however, the effects of unemployment 
could be seen everywhere. Ramsgate was full 
of boarded-up shops and the local Tory politi¬ 
cians clearly had no idea how to regenerate 
the area. So I set out to make my home here 
and do something about the problems I saw. 


No. It is an area that still has problems - 
unemployment has halved in 10 years, but 
we need to get it lower and there is a housing 
shortage - but our opportunities are huge. We 
have dual carriageways to the motorway net¬ 
work and our own port and airport, while we 
are only half an hour from the Port of Dover 
and only an hour from the Channel Tunnel. At 
the end of 2009, when the high-speed train 
starts, Ramsgate will have great access to 
London and the east and west coast mainlines 
as well as to Eurostar. 


Is it rewarding being an MP for the people of Thanet South? 


Very. But they are also very demanding. 
It’s hard work and sometimes people have

Are there any changes you would like to make to Thanet at 
the moment? 

I’d like to see us building more affordable 
and social housing, and we still desperate¬ 


ly need to attract more jobs. I’m helping a 
number of entrepreneurs who have plans to 
bring businesses to the area and if they come 
off they’ll make a big difference. 

We also have a relatively low-skills workforce 
and I’d like to get more people into training or 
thinking about going back to college. I’d also 
like to see us develop a modem secondary 
school system to replace the one that we have 
now that focuses on the 20 per cent of kids who 
attend the local grammar schools at the 
expense of the other 80 per cent - which is why 
we have a low-skilled workforce in the district. 
Last but not least, there are parts of the district 
where anti-social behaviour is a problem and 
the police and community support officers are 
working hard to control the problem, so I’d like 
to give them more resources.

Do you feel you have achieved a lot as an MP? 


That is for others to judge - but since mine 
is one of the most marginal seats in the 
country and I’ve won the election three times 
now I guess someone must think so. There are 
certainly a lot of businesses investing in the 
area that wouldn’t be doing so if I hadn’t inter¬ 
vened and I’ve worked hard, with others, to 
ensure the Government has invested in 
schools such as the Marlowe Academy, the 
QEQM Hospital and transport projects such 
as the East Kent access road project and the 
high-speed train service. I’ve worked hard and 
most people, of all political parties, would cred¬ 
it me as hard-working and honest.

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Trust's new treatment 
for a common disorder 


MENTAL illness affects one in four 
people at some point in their lives, 
but often sufferers are written off 
or ignored by wider society. 

But Kent and Medway director of mental 
health David Tamsitt aims to change that, and 
his team are spearheading a new, positive 
approach, focusing not just on treatment, but 
on fighting the stigma attached to mental 
illness and helping people cope with their 
problems as part of society . 

Mr Tamsitt said: “Before, we have had a 
mainly biochemical approach to mental ill¬ 
ness. We don’t want to do away with tradition¬ 
al psychiatry, but we also want to focus on 
people’s positive aspects, to help them move 
forward in their lives and maybe re-engage 
with jobs and relationships. 

“There is a stigma attached. People have a 
fear of mental illness, whereas they are maybe 
more able to cope with a physical problem.” 

To make this possible, the trust is helping 
people stay in their own homes while coping 
with their illness by providing intensive home 
treatment. This takes the services to the 
patients, which include visits from psychia¬ 
trists and pharmacists, as well as carers. 

Satisfactory 

Mr Tamsitt said: “Dementia patients often get 
more disorientated if they are moved to a differ¬ 
ent location. If we can treat them at home, the 
outcomes are often much more satisfactory.” 

Mr Tamsitt has lived and worked in Kent all 
his life, starting out as a psychiatric nurse at 
St Augustine’s Hospital in Chartham. 

He said: “My father was a psychiatric nurse 
at the old St Augustine’s Hospital, so I was 
exposed to it from a very early age. When I left 
school I didn’t know which career I wanted to 
go in to and I’d done some casual work there, 
so it just happened from there.” 

Working his way up through the health serv¬ 
ice, Mr Tamsitt has seen attitudes to mental 
illness change over the years, but still main-

tains there is a long way to go. He said: “If you 
go back to when my career started, the whole 
attitude was that mental health was out of 
sight and out of mind. That has no place in 
today’s society. 

“People are still very concerned about talk¬ 
ing about their experiences of mental health 
and its treatment. There is still a stigma 
attached to mental health problems, although 
some celebrity sufferers have started speaking 
out. Stephen Fry is a good example, he said he 
suffered from bi-polar disorder, but still 
managed to lead a normal life.” 

Kent and Medway Trust, which is responsi¬ 
ble for the well being of more than 700,000 
people and commands a budget of £46 million, 
is set to play a leading role in changing 
society’s perception of mental illness as it 
applies for foundation status. 

Instead of being issued funds from the 
Strategic Health Authority, foundation status 
would give the trust control over its budget 
and direction, not only from the top down. 

Mr Tamsitt explained that patients and staff 
would elect a board of governors, and have a 
say in how money was spent. It would free the 
trust to explore new treatments and technolo¬ 
gies, without having to comply so strictly with 
edicts from central government. 

He said: “It is more democratic. If people 
want to get involved in running their mental 
health trust, they can.” 

If the application is successful, Kent and 
Medway Trust, one of the largest trusts in the 
country employing 12,000 staff, will become the 
first in the county to achieve foundation status. 

In January, the trust is planning a series of 
road shows aimed at finding out what people 
want from the service and explain more about 
foundation status. 

Mr Tamsitt said: ‘We are interested to hear 
from minority and hard to reach groups, and 
listen to what they want from the service.”

Dogs left to 
starve after 
owners fled 

WHEN thugs came looking for Paul Rapps 
and Caroline Church, the pair fled and left 
behind their two rottweillers. 

A month later, RSPCA officers raided their 
then home in Gillingham and found the dogs 
starving, emaciated and flea-ridden. 

The couple had moved to Godwin Road in 
Cliftonville when officers from the animal 
cruelty charity caught up with them. 

Thanet magistrates heard that the dogs, 
Rocky and Carla, were seriously under¬ 
weight and a vet said he could see bones 
sticking out under their coats. 

Andrew Wiles, prosecuting for the RSPCA, 
said that after they were freed the dogs ate 
ravenously. 

He said: “The premises were in some dis¬ 
array. There was no water for the animals 
to drink and they were very nervous. 

‘When the couple were interviewed they 
said they had given money and food to a man 
called Steve, but they didn’t have his address 
or telephone number. They said they had 
given him enough for two weeks. 

“Finally, they said he lived in a flat in 
Canterbury Street, Gillingham.” 

The RSPCA asked for £15,000 costs includ¬ 
ing vets’ fees. 

Harassment 

Paul Goldspring, defending, said the couple 
had fled Gillingham because they had been 
subjected to continual harassment. 

He said the couple had limited social skills, 
which made them forget about the dogs 
because they were more concerned about 
getting away from the people who were mak¬ 
ing their lives a misery. 

He said: “This was neglect - not deliberate 
cruelty. These are people who are inade¬ 
quate at dealing with life’s stresses.” 

Rapps, 37, was given an 18-month supervi¬ 
sion order and 100 hours’ community service. 

Church, 27, who is pregnant, was given a 
two-year conditional discharge and disquali¬ 
fied from keeping animals for two years. She 
was also ordered to pay £750 costs. 

The couple were disqualified from keeping 
an animal for two years and ordered to pay 
£750 costs.

When will island have a 
place for green tourism? 


AS you look out at what Turner 
described as “the loveliest skies in 
Europe” to France’s stunning Opal 
Coast just a few miles away, some¬ 
times it’s difficult to believe green 
tourism is increasingly an econom¬ 
ic driver for Thanet’s, Kent’s and 
indeed the UK’s economy. 

Scientists have spelt out the effects of global 
warming - it will produce a significant, 
probably catastrophic, impact on human soci¬ 
ety and the wider environment - unless we 
take action as soon as possible. 

Perhaps it is incumbent on Kent as the 
Garden of England to lead the way in develop¬ 
ing strategies, policies and actions to reduce 
the greater global risk. Today not tomorrow. 

Building has one of the greatest impacts on 
the environment - and the increasing urban¬ 
isation of Kent and Thanet is cause for concern 
as it is destroying the very thing that makes 
Kent unique: its stunning environment. 


The picture is less robust in other areas of 
the economy, too. 

How is tourism doing? Tourism in the coun¬ 
ty generates almost £2 billion (almost half 
KCC’s annual budget) and 44 million visitors: 
nearly a coachload (sorry, eco-coachload!) of 
visitors for each Kent resident. This does not 
include the ‘soft’ impact of visitor word-of- 
mouth in increasing future visits and predis¬ 
position to all things Kent. 

More than 97 per cent of businesses in 
Thanet are SMEs or micro-businesses (fewer 
than 10 employees) - this compares with a 
wider Kent average of 80 per cent SMEs and 
micro-businesses. 

The tourism and visitor economy is crucial to 
these businesses - both directly for the ice 
cream parlours, pubs and restaurants - and also 
indirectly for the taxi firms, florists and so on. 

But perhaps the overall impression of green 
tourism in Thanet is the lack of it. 

Where, as a major instance, is the sustain¬ 
able development of Thanet’s ‘blue cathedral’ - 
Pegwell Bay, one of Europe’s finest wildlife 
sites? Pegwell seems uniquely neglected - 


when it is perhaps the equal of the Camargue 
in France or parts of our own Lake District. 

Sadly, Pegwell has seen better days. There 
are fewer shrimps (as famously tasted by 
Queen Victoria on her holidays), while there is 
the blight of the derelict Richborough power 
station and derelict hoverport. 

Green tourism is vital for both the micro¬ 
economy and the macro-battle against global 
warming. Is it too much to ask for a wider 
green tourism initiative in Thanet and Kent? 

Can we start with provisional World 
Heritage status for Pegwell Bay (we could 
unify Kent’s world-class coast and cathedrals 
from Dover to Canterbury) before 2012?

Westwood plans 
must be paid for 

I have followed the recent 
correspondence on transport at 
Westwood and green issues in 
these pages with interest. 

As the intent of several of 
these letters is evidently to 
attach blame to the 
Conservatives, perhaps we 
could revert to facts, rather 
than opinions.

What he failed to mention is that 
almost all of it is in the North and 
that the biggest growth was 
between 1979 and 1993, under a 
Conservative government. 

The building of 1,000 houses at 
Westwood is not itself directly a 
council creation. It is part of 
compliance with a Labour directive 
from central government that we 
plan for more than 5,000 new homes. 

We have planned for more than 
three-quarters of these to be on 
brownfield sites. 

The only question remaining, 
therefore, is not whether to plan 
for those 1,000 homes required, 
but where to put them. 

I have grave reservations about 
Labour’s policies on new housing. 

I also doubt Thanet’s need for so 
many homes and its capacity to 
absorb them. 

At least the siting at Westwood 
allows controlled and integrated 
development, rather than a 
hotch-potch of further infill 
building across the area. 

Thanet’s rapid development of 
a local plan to bow to Labour 
directives does at least have some 
advantages. 

It gives us a policy and planning 
framework to resist unsuitable or 
overly intense development in 
areas not designated under the 
local plan. 

I share Jennifer Matterface’s 
concern (also last week’s letters) 
over infill building and destruction 
of green space but cannot agree 
with her claim that the 
Conservatives want to “concrete 
over Thanet”. 

Just as Westwood Phase 1 roads 
and its housing are results of 
Labour decisions and directives, so 


is the designation of gardens as 
brownfield land a matter of 
Labour policy. 

This places all gardens in my 
ward in Broadstairs in much the 
same category as a disused 
gasworks, so far as planning 
regulations are concerned. 

It is an open invitation to 
demolish and build developments 
that may scar an area irretrievably.

X Factor finalist plays only Kent gig in Margate 

RAY QUINN 

Monday, October 29 
Winter Gardens, Margate 

AS a new bunch of hopefuls 
begin their bid for stardom, last 
year’s X-Factor finalist Ray 
Quinn is already enjoying the 
limelight. 

The charismatic Scouser is taking the 
music world by storm with his take on the 
classic swing tunes made popular by the 
likes of Frank Sinatra, Dean Martin and 
Sammy Davis Junior. 

Still only 19, the actor-turned-singer 
released his self-titled debut album in 
March and is now on the road with his first 
solo tour. 

He said: “I haven’t performed in Kent 
before, but I’m really looking forward to it. 

There’s going to be a lot of fantastic tunes, 
dancing and all-round family enterta¬ 
inment. I hope the audience enjoys the 
show as much as I will.” 

After being persuaded to audition for the 
ITV talent show by his family, Quinn 
impressed the judges at every round until 
he was dropped by mentor Simon Cowell 
just before the live stages. 

His heartbreak lasted just minutes, as 
Cowell realised his mistake and 
dramatically reinstated the hopeful. 

‘When Simon told me I was out of the 
competition, I just went to the toilet and 
cried,” he said. “It was very hard to accept 
that my dream was over. Suddenly I was 
called back to the stage and Simon told me 
he’d made a mistake. That was the moment 
my life changed forever.” 

More than six million viewers voted for 
Quinn during the series and the popular 
crooner was never likely to slip back into 
obscurity, despite losing out to Leona Lewis 
in the final. 

He had already proven himself as an 
accomplished actor and won awards for his 
harrowing portrayal of a young bullying 
victim in the Channel 4 soap Brookside. 

One day, he would like to return to acting 
and has ambitions to appear in a West End 
musical production. But his current focus is 
on creating a tour to remember. 

He said: “I don’t get nervous. It must be 
because I’m so at home performing and it’s 
something I’ve been doing for such a long 
time. I can’t wait to get in front of the 
crowds.” 

The gig, which starts at 7.30pm, will be 
Quinn’s only performance in Kent.

ON the surface she would seem to 
have it all, but despite beauty, 
fame, movie success and wealth 
actress Nicole Kidman admits 
none of it has protected her from 
the pain of heartbreak. 

In fact, the Oscar-winning actress admits 
that since separating from ex-husband Tom 
Cruise she suffered a “deep loneliness”. 

“There’s something about not sharing with 
someone else, if you don’t have a partner, 
which leaves you feeling very alone,” she said. 

Not even a stellar career - with movie suc¬ 
cess in films such as Moulin Rouge!, The 
Others and her Oscar-winning turn in The 
Hours - could match her yearning for love. 

“I always wanted someone to sweep me off 
my feet and have children with them,” she 
said. “To me love was more important than my 
career every time.” 

Last year, she married country music singer 
Keith Urban and reveals that although she is 
already mum to adopted kids Bella, 14, and 
Connor, 12, she is keen to have more children. 

It was those powerful maternal instincts 
which swayed Nicole towards her latest role in 
the new movie The Invasion. 

The film is an update of Jack Finney’s clas¬ 
sic 50s sci-fi novel, Invasion Of The Body 
Snatchers, and stars Nicole as Carol Bennett, 
a psychiatrist whose world changes forever 
when the remnants of a space shuttle explo¬ 
sion rain down over the US just as her young 
son goes missing. 

“To me, the crux of the story is this woman’s 
journey in relation to her child,” says Nicole. 
“The rush of adrenaline that comes with the 
desire to save this person you’ve given birth to.”

Nicole also ended up consulting a shrink to 
understand how her screen character ticked. 

“I play a psychiatrist and my father is a psy¬ 
chologist so I grew up with that,” she said. 

Nicole appears in The Invasion alongside 
James Bond actor Daniel Craig and is glowing 
in her praise about him. 

“He is a very fine actor,” she said. “He has an 
enormous amount of talent. You want to have 
people around you who inspire you and who 
are so good at what they do, then it’s fun to 
come to work every day” 

The pair are set to appear together again in 
one of this year’s most eagerly-awaited movies, 
The Golden Compass, based on the best-sell¬ 
ing Philip Pullman novel, The Northern 
Lights. 

It’s yet another choice role for the actress, 
but despite her continued success Nicole says 
she is still constantly surprised at the way

things have turned out - and reveals that she 
constantly doubts her acting ability 

“When I first came to America from 
Australia I remember driving past the 
Broadway sign and seeing my name and 
thinking Who would think that you could 
come as far away as Australia and have your 
name in lights on Broadway?’. 

“They say it can’t happen, but it can.” 

And, of course, it didn’t just happen - it hap¬ 
pened big time. The star is now the highest- 
paid leading lady in Hollywood. 

But despite the enviable earning power and 
pick of the top movie roles, it’s clear Nicole 
would trade it all for what she has now - peace 
of mind and a happy home life. 

“It’s been turbulent at times.” she said. “But 
I am peaceful right now and enjoying that.”

Brian's killer moves 
just not up to scratch

HE was first to be booted off this 
year’s Strictly Come Dancing and 
admitted he was rejected for 
ballroom lessons as a child - so just 
where does Brian Capron go now? 

“Yes, it’s true, I was rejected from ballroom 
dancing lessons when I was 11,” said Brian, 
otherwise known as Corrie serial killer 
Richard Hillman. 

“My mum wanted me to do the lessons and 
I got paired with this rather nice 15-year-old 
girl who thought I was a horrible, greasy- 
haired nincompoop. After three lessons it all 
fell apart!” 

With this admission, you might wonder why 
on Earth Brian agreed to take part in this 
year’s Strictly Come Dancing. 

Despite having been to drama school, 60- 
year-old Brian insists he has steered clear of 
tripping the light fantastic ever since that first 
foray as a schoolboy. So how come he changed 
his mind? 

“Well, all my friends and relatives seem to 
absolutely love the programme, and out of all 
these so-called reality shows it seems to be the 
one with a genuine challenge,” he said. 

But the judges hated him - and his 
professional dance partner Karen Hardy, who 
was last year’s winner with cricket star Mark 
Ramprakash. 

Brian and Karen were slammed and called 
‘wooden’ for their Godfather-themed waltz. 

This week a smiling Brian said he thought 
they were just trying to find fault and they 
completely missed the irony in the serious, 
Mafia-style dress and facial expressions the 
couple chose. 

The flip side is that he and Karen have both

landed roles as pundits and commentators for 
the remainder of the series, so they will be 
there until the end. 

Brian had hoped to show people there was 
more to him than the evil killer in Corrie (or 
the Grange Hill teacher remembered by most 
30-somethings). 

“If I had been in for long enough, I think 
people would have seen I’m a little bit 
different,” he said. 

Of course, it’s well known that most women 
find a man who can throw some shapes on the 
dance floor extremely attractive, and Brian’s 
wife Jackie is delighted with her husband’s 
new skills. But their son, 11-year-old Louis, 
wasn’t quite so keen - Brian says he’s not sure 
ballroom dancing is quite cool enough to get 
the seal of approval from him. 

“My little boy is actually a very good break- 
dancer, so that’s another reason I wanted to do 
it, to get one over on him,” he said. 

Now he won’t get the chance, of course, and 
there is a part of him that sympathises with 
Karen, last year’s winner. 

“I thought, bloody hell, she’s drawn the short 
straw. But after a time you just put that out of 
your mind. It’s an old cliche, but you just take 
one week at a time and do the best you can.” 

Despite being in pretty good shape for a 60- 
year-old, Brian admitted he struggled with the 
gruelling training schedule - dancing for at 
least four hours every day for weeks. 

“I’m the only person I know who has never 
been to a gym in their life. During training 
you’re sweating and you’re breathless and you 
want to stop because you can’t do any more, 
and also your feet and your legs ache so much 
at night. I wish I hadn’t given away that 
footbath I used to have!”

SILVER-bearded Johnny Bames 
has been camping on Bermuda’s 
Crow Lane roundabout for about 
five hours each weekday for more 
than 20 years. 

The former bus driver has been spreading 
goodwill by blowing kisses and shouting T love 
you’ at passing commuters and tourists since 
an epiphany in 1983. He makes for a rather 
curious sight on an upmarket island famed for 
a certain degree of cool, colonial reserve. 

While Johnny is not overly discerning about 
the objects of his affection, his welcome does 
sum up the spirit of an island paradise which 
many travellers instinctively link to garish 
shorts and disappearing aircraft. 

Even Barry Manilow voiced reservations 
about the Bermuda Triangle and who am I to 
argue? 

Undeterred by the crooner’s warblings, I 
hopped on a Bermuda-bound plane and was 
soon totally bowled over by this tiny north 
Atlantic island. 

Bermuda has a big advantage over the 
Caribbean in its proximity to the UK. 

You get a Caribbean vibe and sub-tropical 
temperatures all within a six-and-a-half hour 
flight from London or a two-hour return trip 
from New York, if you tack on a shopping spree 
in the Big Apple to cash in on the cheap dollar. It’s 
easy to see why the rich and famous and lucky 
holidaymakers are bewitched by Bermuda. 



PARADISE: Bermuda comprises seven main islands 

Pretty houses sugar-coated in shades of mint 
green, powder blue and lemon yellow nestle 
among lush green palms, their white lime- 
washed rooftops - to purify rain for drinking 
water - glinting in the sunshine. 

The slightly cooler months from November 
to March make up the golf and spa season. 

Bermuda’s hotter season - beach and sizzle 
- runs from April to October, and is the best 


time to experience the island’s famed pink 
sand beaches, tinged that dusky rose colour 
from flecks of purplish coral. 

Popular Horseshoe Bay is vaunted as one of 
the top 10 beaches in the world. 

Sea-lovers are offered a plethora of water 
sports from wind-surfing to jet-skiing, glass 
bottomed boat tours and swimming with 
dolphins - but where the local coastline really 
excels, is diving. 

Nicknamed Shipwreck Alley, Bermuda is 
ringed by 200 miles of coral reefs dotted with 
more than 300 shipwrecks to explore.

If you haven’t brought your sea legs there’s 
always a stroll along the old Bermuda Railway 
Trail to occupy you, or a horse riding trip with 
Spicelands Trail Rides. 

Bermuda is a chain of seven main islands 
which form a fish-hook shape with the two 
main towns located at either end. 

The World Heritage site of St George, with its 
twisting cobbled streets and forts, is Britain’s 
second oldest settlement in the New World and 
contrasts with the more modern capital 
Hamilton - Bermuda’s commercial centre. 

Another highlight of any trip is Bermuda’s 
signature dish of rum-spiced fish chowder. 

In fact, the island’s famous Gosling’s rum is 
in pretty much everything here and the Dark 
‘n’ Stormy rum cocktail is the perfect way to 
wash down your Bermudan experience. 

As Johnny Bames might say: ‘You’ll love it.”

WILDLIFE conservation experts at 
a county animal park have branded 
producers of top ITV drama Doc 
Martin irresponsible after a recent 
episode said badgers could infect 
humans with tuberculosis (TB). 

Bosses at Wildwood, between Canterbury 
and Heme Bay, were left incensed by the 
claims and have even called for the producer of 
the show, Philippa Braithwaite - wife of its 
star Martin Clunes - to be sacked. 

The episode featured a mother and her child 
burning a badger which they thought had 
contracted bovine TB on a bonfire. 

The charity, which runs the 40-acre animal 
park, claimed the distressing scene wrongly 
assumes all badgers carry the deadly and 
controversial virus. 

Trust chief executive Peter Smith said less 
than one per cent of cases of human TB could

be traced to cattle - which it is claimed can 
catch TB from badgers. 

He said: “It is entirely irresponsible to allow 
these types of story lines to go uncontested. 

“It doesn’t matter if it is the wife of a famous 
TV actor who produces the show - we still 
want her to resign. 

“The message they were promoting - that 
badgers are the main cause of deadly bovine 
TB - is just wrong.” 

Mr Smith said the tmst had received 20 
emails from worried parents whose children 
had visited the animal sanctuary within 24 
hours of the show being aired. 

He said: “This message is simply wrong and 
it will scare future generations of children 
unnecessarily. 

“We have school parties to our wildlife park 


all the time and it is grossly irresponsible of 
the producers to insinuate that badgers are 
the cause of TB.” 

The strong protest from the wildlife experts 
is backed by a Government report from 
DEFRA which earlier this year suspended the 
culling of badgers. 

The move followed confirmation by scien¬ 
tists that there is absolutely no proof that 
mass slaughtering of badgers led to a reduc¬ 
tion of cows being infected by TB. 

A spokesman for the show said: “All our 
story lines are thoroughly researched before 
filming begins. 

“And we have a GP to advise on medical 
issues to ensure authenticity and accuracy. 

‘With regard to this particular episode the 
character of the doctor does actually stress 
that the chance of a human contracting tuber¬ 
culosis from a cat or badger is very rare, and 
that it was conjecture rather than a confirmed 
diagnosis.”

'Northern hot-spots' 
are dosing the divide 

THE traditional North-South divide in 
the current property climate is closing, 
according to a market expert, with the 
number of house-buyers moving out of 
the South East on the rise. 

David Bexon, managing director of 
SmartNewHomes.com, said: “The North- 
South divide has long been a contested 
area of debate in the property market. 

“However, our latest monthly index 
reflects the trend of a narrowing gap, 
with northern hot-spots proving the 
most popular with new home-buyers 
and driving up prices. 

“Strong inward migration has been 
recorded, 3.8 per cent in the North and 
1.3 per cent in the North West, compared 
with contrasting outward migration in 
the South of -4.6 per cent in the South 
East and -9.5 per cent in London. 

“However, despite continued outward 
migration in the south, generally with 
an annual price fall of 15.3 per cent in 
London, it remains the most expensive 
location to buy a new home. 

“The average new home in the South 
East will cost a new home-buyer 26 per 
cent more - £310,828, compared with an 
average of £228,784 in the North West.” 

Tracker and variable are 
most popular mortgages 

CONSUMERS are confident in their 
financial security and believe that inter¬ 
est rates have now peaked, according to 
a new suvey. 

The Spicerhaart Financial Services 
monthly survey says that as the Bank of 
England announced the decision to hold 
the base rate in the wake of the credit 
crunch, the percentage of borrowers 
opting for variable mortgages increased 
for the third consecutive month. 

According to the survey, the proportion 
of variable mortgages rose to 21 per cent 
in September, up from 19 per cent in 
August. 

Tracker mortgages in particular are 
becoming increasingly popular and are 
at their highest percentage this year, 
with 19 per cent of borrowers choosing 
them; this figure is 13 per cent higher 
than at the same time last year. 

Although fixed-rate products continue 
to dominate, with 79 per cent of borrow¬ 
ers opting for these in September, two- 
year fixed rates have fallen for the sec¬ 
ond month to 48 per cent. 

The proportion of borrowers opting for 
longer-term fixed-rate mortgages, of 
between seven to 25 years, remain rela¬ 
tively stable.

Darling? 


NO CHANGE: Some professionals in the property field have criticised Chancellor Alistair 
Darling's decision not to reform stamp duty which, they say, would help first-time buyers 


GOOD, bad or indifferent? There 
has been a starkly mixed reaction 
to Chancellor Alistair Darling’s 
pre-Budget report, announced last 
week. 

The two issues to provoke the greatest com¬ 
ment were the lack of stamp duty reform and 
the raising of the inheritance tax threshold. 

Robert Bryant-Pearson, chief executive of 
Allied Surveyors - the country’s largest inde¬ 
pendent firm of chartered surveyors - said: “I 
am both surprised and frustrated that stamp 
duty did not feature in the pre-Budget report. 

“The current stamp duty system is insuffi¬ 
cient and seriously flawed, and the Govern¬ 
ment has missed an opportunity to revolu¬ 
tionise the system by scrapping existing 
threshold triggers. 

“I firmly believe that the first £200,000 of

any property sale should be free of duty and 
thereafter a single fixed rate should be 
payable, but importantly only on the amount 
over £200,000. 

“It is ridiculous that currently in a sale at 
£250,000, the purchaser pays £2,500 in stamp 
duty, but at £250,001 this rockets to £7,500 
because the next three per cent band applies - 
not just the part above £250,000, but to the 
entire price.” 

David Bexon, managing director of 
SmartNewHomes.com, was equally as scathing 
about Mr Darling’s pre-Budget report. 

“The Chancellor has let down first-time 
buyers across the country, ignoring the poten¬ 
tial benefits of scrapping stamp duty for those 
taking their first step on to the housing ladder. 

“While the commitment to longer-term, 


fixed-rate mortgages will prove valuable in 
offering vulnerable buyers security, it will do 
nothing to ease the initial costs incurred when 
buying a new home. 

“The Government needs to take action now 
and scrap stamp duty for first-time buyers if it 
does not wish to be responsible for their con¬ 
tinued decline. If these buyers stay away, there 
is a real risk the market will go into freefall.” 

There was some relief for the Chancellor, 
however. For example, David Austin, manag¬ 
ing director of Property for Life, a property 
investment consultancy, was pleased to see a 
higher inheritance tax threshold. 

He said: ‘We welcome Labour’s pledge to 
raise the inheritance tax threshold for couples 
to £700,000 by 2010. While the majority of 
buy-to-let investors with a portfolio of proper¬ 
ties will not benefit immediately from this 
change, millions of people are set to be better 
off financially in the medium to long term.”

The common denominator is higher gear 
ratios for optimum fuel consumption. 

It’s not rocket science and nor are other fea¬ 
tures enabling the Bluemotion to average 
70mpg with ease and emit 20 per cent less 
C02 than its standard equivalent. 

Better streamlining - a re-worked grille and 
front end, smaller door mirrors and a rear 
spoiler - also make this Polo more economical 
and quieter on the motorway.

Weight has been pared away too, notably 
through light yet elegant spoked alloys; return¬ 
ing to key-only central locking and by deleting 
air-con on the entry-level Bluemotion 1 to save 
weight, engine power and emissions. 

These could have been slashed further by 
axing power steering, but unassisted parking 
on modem superminis calls for superhuman 
muscles, so VW lightened the system and, con¬ 
sequently, the drain on engine and economy. 

The steering can feel ‘distant’, but road-going 
rally types won’t buy this car anyway, especial¬ 
ly when they note the harder compound, high¬ 
er profile tyres for lower rolling resistance - 
great for economy, but not for hugging bends. 

But think of the demand from company car 
users. Further tweaks should not only make 
the Blemotion eligible for zero road tax, but 
exempt from the London congestion charge. 

And you don’t have to suffer for helping the 
planet; the Polo is a decent drive and does not feel 
gutless even with the higher ratio five-speed box. 

It also has all the practicalities and virtues 
of a normal Polo: space, build quality and the 
extra status that comes with that badge.

More and more put 
off retirement date 


EMPLOYEES across the county 
are starting to take advantage of 
new laws allowing them to post¬ 
pone their retirement, according to 
a recent survey. 

The new regulations, introduced last 
October, have seen one in five employees 
quizzed pushing back their traditional retire¬ 
ment plan, the CBI and business services firm 
Watson Wyatt survey says. 

CBI South East regional director Malcolm 
Hyde said: “Encouraging the new right to 
request postponed retirement seems to be 
working well, and both employers and staff 
value this flexibility. 

“Firms want to retain employee skills and 
experience, while staff can enjoy a phased

retirement, or can continue working flexibly to 
boost retirement savings. 

“However, this early success is founded on 
the company’s ability to have a final say on an 
individual’s retirement date.” 

Twenty-two per cent of employees approach¬ 
ing retirement asked for it to be postponed and 
companies granted almost three quarters (72 
per cent) of these requests. 

More employees are expected to request post¬ 
ponement and the proportion of firms offering 
a range of options, including full and part-time 
work at retirement, has increased since 2006. 

Half of employers surveyed nationwide 
offered the option to continue full-time employ¬ 
ment, and 44 per cent allowed employees to 


continue working while drawing a pension, up 
from only 24 per cent last year. One in five 
employers (21 per cent) allowed phased retire¬ 
ment, an increase on 16 per cent last year. 

The survey also revealed South East compa¬ 
nies remain committed to providing pensions 
for staff, even though the high cost of funding 
final salary schemes is damaging business 
competitiveness and investment. 

Mr Hyde said: “Businesses are determined to 
help provide a decent retirement for their staff 
and see a good pension scheme as a big advan¬ 
tage when recruiting. 

“It is encouraging that staff and businesses 
are seeing contribution schemes as a valuable 
vehicle for retirement savings. But too much 
money is left by staff not joining a pension 
scheme, or failing to take their company up on 
its highest level of contribution.”
